year. 





Eleven Months’ French Trade. (Page 688.) 


Returns of French foreign trade for January- 
November show a 41 per cent. increase in the value of 
imports and a 32 per cent. rise in that of exports as 
compared with the corresponding period of 1925. The 
balance of trade, however, is an unfavourable one of 
252 million francs, as against a favourable one of 
2,375 million frs. last year. 





Swiss Trade, January-September. (Page 689.) 
Switzerland’s adverse trade balance for the first 
nine months of the current year amounted to 24 per 
cent., as against 13 per cent. in the same period of 
1925, 18 per cent. in 1924 and 26°7 per cent. in 1913. 


Egyptian Foreign Trade. (Page 690.) 


lmports and exports during the first nine months 
of the current year totalled £E.38,432,383 and 
£1.28,795,622 respectively, the chief of the former 
being yarns and textiles and metals and metalware, 
while the latter consisted principally of yarns and 
textiles.

While imports into the United States during Sep- 
tember quarter showed little change in value from the 
preceding three months, exports from the country 
showed a substantial increase to a level above that of 
any third quarter of a year since 1920.

CLEARING OFFICE REPORT. 





ADMINISTRATION OF EX-ENEMY PROPERTY. 


Following is a short survey of the Sixth Annual 
Report of the Controller and Administrator of the 
Clearing Office (Enemy Debts) and the various other 
administrations liquidating property, rights, and in- 
terests on behalf of British creditors and claimants in 
cases arising out of the Great War. 

GERMAN ADMINISTRATION. 

The Clearing Office has paid to date to British credi- 
tors and claimants under Articles 296 and 297 of the 
Treaty of Versailles in respect of pre-war debts, pro- 
ceeds of liquidation of British property in Germany and 
compensation a total sum of £83,475,263 18s. The 
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claims still outstanding in respect of pre-war debts under 
Article 296 amount to £3,485,834 8s. 1ld., while the 
outstanding claims for proceeds of liquidation and com- 
pensation amount to £6,327,454 5s. 4d. <A large 
proportion of these outstanding claims have been re- 
ferred to the Anglo-German Mixed Arbitral Tribunal 
for adjudication. The cases awaiting trial by the 
Tribunal are still numerous, amounting to 3,233. Of 
these 2,059 have been preferred by German claimants. 
A large number of claimants have availed themselves 
of the summary procedure of the Third Division of the 
Tribunal, which has disposed of 221 cases by judgments 
during the year. Many of the decisions given by the 
three Divisions of the Tribunal involve principles of wide 
application, and it is hoped that it will prove possible 
to settle a large number of the outstanding cases by 
reference to these decisions without the necessity of a 
further hearing. Difficulty has in the past been occa- 
sioned by the fact that the Divisions of the Tribunal have 
given conflicting decisions on points of principle, and 
the matter has been the subject of anxious consideration 
and considerable correspondence between the British and 
German Governments. No definite solution has been 
found, but the three Divisions of the Tribunal have 
passed a resolution expressing the opinion that the best 
course is for them to continue their recent practice of 
free but informal consultation between the members as 
occasion arises, with a view to obviating future 
divergencies. It is hoped that this procedure will, in 
practice, provide a working solution and will minimise 
the risk of conflicting decisions. 

Satisfactory progress has been made with the settle- 
ment of claims lodged by members of the British 
Mercantile Marine under Clause 4 of the Annex to 
Article 297 in respect of pre-war detention in Germany. 
The German Authorities have made offers of settlement 
under the Agreement of May, 1925, which have been 
accepted by the claimants in 898 cases, involving a total 
payment of £290,337. Offers of settlement are under 
consideration in 37 other cases, and only 69 claims are 
still outstanding. As it appears that there will be a 
residuum of claims by seamen and of other claims under 
Clause 4, which will not admit of amicable settlement, 
it has been necessary to consider the appointment of a 
new Arbitrator.* 

BULGARIAN ADMINISTRATION. 

The cases which at the date of the last Annual Report 
were still awaiting adjudication by the Anglo-Bulgarian 
Mixed Arbitral Tribunal have now been heard and dis- 
posed of with the exception of some cases lodged by one 
claimant, which, at his request, have been postponed 
until the sitting of the Tribunal in January, 1927. 


KGypt, THE SUDAN AND CHINA, 

The Egyptian Public Trustee of Enemy Property 
closed his liquidation on 3lst May, 1926. The liquida- 
tion had been one of considerable magnitude and com- 
plexity. A notice was published in the ‘‘ Journal 
Officiel ’’ declaring divested in favour of the ex-enemy 
owners all unliquidated property, real and_ personal 
property, rights and interests which had been vested 
in the Public Custodian. The balance of the liquidation 
fund, amounting to £2,196,016, was paid over to the 
Clearing Office for account of the German, Austrian, 
Hungarian and Bulgarian Administrations. A notice 
was also published in the ‘‘ Journal Officel ’’ that, for 
the purposes of liquidation, the powers hitherto exercised 
by the Public Custodian were conferred on the Controller 
of the Clearing Office, to whom all communications 
should be made. 

The Public Custodian of Enemy Property in the 
Sudan is also closing his liquidation, and the balance of 
his liquidation fund has been transferred to the 
Clearing Office for account of the German and Austrian 
Administrations. 

Progress in the settlement by the Custodian of Enemy 
Property in China of debts falling under the Anglo- 
German Agreement of 5th April, 1923, has been largely

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delayed by a dispute as to the rate of conversion into 
Shanghai taels of debts due in other currencies. A test 
case was referred to the Anglo-German Mixed Arbitral 
Tribunal which has given a decision covering debts 
arising out of pre-war contracts which became payable 
before 26th July, 1915. 

AUSTRIAN ADMINISTRATION. 

A total dividend of 20s. in the £ has now been paid 
in the Austrian Administration upon the principal 
amount of all admitted claims, together with interest 
reckoned to the date of ratification of the Treaty of 
St. Germain-en-Laye. Claims to the number of 16,013, 
out of a total of 16,709, lodged by British nationals in 
respect of pre-war debts under Article 248 have been 
disposed of, the total sum paid to British creditors being 
£3,274,714. Claims to a total of 213 by British 
nationals under Article 249 in respect of proceeds of 
liquidation and compensation have also been disposed 
of, involving a payment of £1,295,843. There are still 
outstanding under Article 249 147 claims for an 
amount of £328,977. In view of the considerable im- 
provement of the position in the Austrian Administra- 
tion it has been found possible to remit the further 
payment of the annual instalments of £500,000 by 
Austria under the Agreement of August, 1920. 

HUNGARIAN ADMINISTRATION. 

Progress is also recorded in this Administration. The 
Hungarian Government has resumed the payment of the 
full annual instalments of £500,000, and has paid a 
further lump sum in respect of arrears. These pay- 
ments, combined with further realisations of Hungarian 
assets in this country, have enabled the payment of three 
further dividends during the period covered by the 
Report, making a total dividend of 10s. in the £ declared 
on the capital amount of all admitted claims of over 
£5, together with interest up to the date of the 
ratification of the Treaty of Trianon. Claims of £5 and 
under are paid in full. During the period under review 
a further 1,869 British claims in respect of pre-war 
debts under Article 231 have been disposed of, the 
value of the admitted claims being £421,205. There are 
still outstanding 949 claims under Article 231 for 
£439,552. 

Note.—Appended to the Report are statistics showing 
the cash position of each Administration, and there is 
also appended an exhaustive summary by the Legal 
Adviser to the Department of the principal decisions 
affecting the Clearing Office which have been pronounced 
by the Courts and the Mixed Arbitral Tribunals in the 
course of the year. 





CUSTODIAN OF EX-ENEMY PROPERTY FOR 
NORTHERN IRELAND.

Maclatchy, Commissioner and Secretary, Land Pur- 
chase Commission, Belfast, to act as Custodian of 
Ex-Enemy Property for Northern Ireland, in succession 
to the late Mr. T. G. H. Green. 

CONVENTION FOR THE SIMPLIFICATION OF 
CUSTOMS FORMALITIES: RATIFICATION 
BY BULGARIA. 

The Board of Trade are informed that Bulgaria’s rati- 
fication of the Convention for the Simplification of 
Customs Formalities of 3rd November, 1923, was de- 
posited with the Secretary of the League of Nations on 
10th December, 1926. The list of countries which have 
ratified the Convention is now as follows:—Australia, 
Austria, Belgium, British Empire (i.e., other than the 
Dominions, which are separate members of the League 
and India), Denmark, Egypt, France, Germany, Hol- 
land, India, Italy, Morocco (French Protectorate), New 
Zealand, Siam, South Africa, Roumania, Hungary, 
China, Sweden, Tunis (French Regency) and Bulgaria 

Persia has adhered to the Convention. 


FRENCH FIRMS AND FOREIGN CONTRACTS 
Tur CurRENcY Basis. 

A circular has recently been addressed by the French 

Minister of Commerce to French Chambers of Commerce 
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regarding the question whether French firms may legally 
make contracts on a foreign currency basis. Attention 
is drawn in this circular to the fact that in contracts 
concluded and made executory in France clauses inserted 
with a view to varying prices stipulated in francs in 
accordance with the rate of exchange into a foreign cur- 
rency, or with a view to fixing prices in terms of foreign 
exchanges (en devises étrangeéres), are illegal, and in this 
connection the Minister points to judgments of the Cour 
de Cassation and Courts of Appeal, which have laid down 
that such clauses are null and void, as being contrary to 
public order and a violation of existing legislation which 
has established in France the circulation of the franc as 
legal and obligatory tender (le cours legal et le cours 
force). 
Recent DEcIsIoNns. 

In this connection certain recent decisions of French 
Courts of Appeal are of interest. In a case before the 
Pau Court of Appeal the question arose whether a foreign 
currency clause in a contract between French nationals 
concluded in France is valid even if it is to produce its 
effect abroad or if it relates to goods to be imported from 
a foreign country. The Pau Court decided that such a 
clause would be invalid even in those circumstances. 
The Aix Court of Appeal had to adjudicate in May, 
1926, in regard to a c.i.f. contract between two French 
citizens respecting ground nuts imported from British 
India, and that Court decided that the foreign currency 
clause in that contract was valid, partly at least because 
one of the parties who appeared as vendor was acting as 
agent for the foreign importer, and also because a c.i.f. 
sale is completed at the port of shipment, where, at least 
from the legal point of view, delivery and payment are 
effected, and the transaction was therefore held to have 
been settled abroad. 

Another recent Government pronouncement on the 
subject, addressed by the Garde des Sceaux to officers of 
the Court of Appeal, while emphasising the illegality in 
transactions between Frenchmen of any stipulation for 
payment in gold, metallic currency or foreign monies, 
states that so far as concerns international relations the 
French debtor cannot avoid the method of payment, for 
example, in foreign currency which he has expressly or 
implicitly accepted by contract; on the other hand, the 
foreign debtor or debtor operating abroad, having a pay- 
ment to effect in France, is equally precluded from 
taking advantage ef the purely internal rule as to obliga- 
tory tender (cours force). 

INTERNAL TRANSACTIONS. 

On the other hand, internal transactions between 
French and foreigners, such as the sale or letting of 
buildings situated in France, involving no movement of 
funds from country to country, must, without exception, 
be settled in legal French money, or, at least, it is only 
on this condition that they are capable of compulsory 
execution in France.

PURCHASE OF FOREIGN CURRENCY IN 
FRANCE. 
FORMALITIES TO BE OBSERVED. 

French importers wishing to obtain foreign currency 
for the payment of goods imported into France, French 
colonies or protectorates, or intended to be so imported 
within a period of not more than six months, must get 
their applications endorsed by the French Chambers of 
Commerce, who have been entrusted by the French 
Minister of Finance with this duty. The application so 
endorsed has then to be presented at the applicant’s 
bankers in support of the orders for the purchase of the 
currency necessary to pay for the imported goods in 
question. Provisional or general applications are 
similarly endorsed by the Chambers of Commerce to 
enable the holders to make successive purchases of foreign 
currency up to a specified limit. 

The Chambers of Commerce must refuse to visa appli- 
cations for foreign currency which are intended for the 
payment of goods, even of foreign origin, if such pay- 
ments are to be made to firms established in France. If 
the goods have been sold in France by an agent, broker 
or other middleman, the exchange transactions may he 
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effected either by the middleman or by the purchaser, 
but in the latter case it must always be for the benefit of 
the foreign vendor and never for that of the middleman 
established in France. 

Where payment is sought to be made in foreign cur- 
rency for goods that are to be imported after a longer 
period than six months or to be purchased abroad and 
in certain other cases a permit has to be obtained from 
the Ministry of Finance itself.

GERMAN PHOTOGRAPHIC FUSION. 

The British Consul at Leipzig reports that, according 
to the ‘‘ Leipziger Neueste Nachrichten,’’ an extraordi- 
nary general meeting of the ‘‘ A. G. Hahn fiir Optik und 
Mechanik ’’ in Cassel has approved of the contract with 
the ‘‘ Zeiss-Icon A.G.’’ This contract provides for the 
manufacture of cinematographical apparatus by the 
‘* Zeiss-Icon ’’ company. The contract runs from 30th 
of September, 1926, for a period of ten years, during 
which period the ‘‘ Zeiss-Icon ’’ company pay a yearly 
sum of 30,000 marks to the ‘‘ A.G. Hahn.’’ Apart from 
this, the shareholders in the ‘‘ A. G. Hahn ”’ will receive 
100 marks in the ‘‘ Zeiss-I[con ’’ company for every 200 
marks of their shares, or will receive 25 marks in cash for 
every 40 marks of their shares. 





HAYTIAN TRADE, 1925-26. 

The British Chargé d’Affaires at Port-au-Prince 
reports that during the fiscal year ended 30th September 
last the total revenue receipts amounted to 45,365,000 
gourdes, as compared with 40,488,000 gourdes in the 
previous year, an increase of over 12 per cent. Prac- 
tically the entire increase was derived from Customs 
receipts, internal revenue showing but slight expansion, 
while miscellaneous receipts were somewhat less than 
those in the fiscal year 1924-25.

BRITISH MOTOR VESSELS.

INCREASE SINCE 1924, 


In the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 26th November, 1925, par- 
ticulars were ‘published showing the increase in the 
number and net tonnage of motor vessels registered at 
ports of the United Kingdom under Part I. of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, at the end of 1924, as com- 
pared with the corresponding figures for the year 1921. 
Further increases have been recorded during the year 
1925, and the figures which follow reveal some interest- 
ing facts. 

There were remaining on the registers at ports of 
the United Kingdom (including the Isle of Man and 
Channel Islands) at the end of 1925, 1,965 motor vessels 
aggregating 498,731 net tons, an increase since the end 
of 1924 of 7°79 per cent. in the number of vessels and 
29°59 per cent. in net tonnage. The large increase in 
net tonnage and the comparatively small increase in the 
number of vessels is accounted for by the relatively rapid 
development of ocean-going vessels having propelling 
machinery operated by explosion motors. 

During the year 1925 105 new motor ships of 118,000 
net tons were added to the registers. Other additions 
included 30 motor vessels, totalling 3,800 net tons, which 
were purchased from foreigners, and 35 motor boats, 
aggregating 990 net tons, which were conversions from 
sailing or steam vessels. The motor boats deducted from 
the registers during 1925 included 14 vessels of 497 
tons lost through wrecks, 15 vessels of 353 tons broken 
up, and 30 vessels aggregating 5,000 tons which were 
sold to foreigners.

Jomparing the figures for 1925 shown in the above 
table with those for 1924, it will be seen that the num- 
ber of ocean going vessels increased by 36 per cent. and 
the net tonnage by 35 per cent., the greater part of these 
increases having taken place in the vessels of the 3,000 
to 4,000 tons class. Of the thirteen motor vessels of 
over 5,000 tons net shown in the table, all but one were 
under 6,000 tons net. 

With the exception of one vessel in 1925 and three 
vessels in 1924, all these boats were engaged in the 
foreign trade (i.¢., outside the Elbe to Brest limits). 
The exceptions are accounted for as follows:—In 1924 
one vessel of 1,790 tons unemployed, one of 1,249 tons 
employed partly in the home and partly in the foreign 
trade, and one of 1,507 tons used as a store ship; in 
1925 the exception was a new vessel of 3,128 net tons 
unemployed. 

As regards manning, it is interesting to compare the 
ocean going motor ships with the steam ships of the 
same net tonnage. In 1925 the most economica! motor 
ship from the point of view of the average number of 
tons per person employed was the vessel of between 4,000 
and 5,000 net tons, which required one person per 80°23 
net tons. This is partly explained by the large propor- 
tion of oil tankers included in this class. A steam ship 
of the same size employed one person per 56°04 net tons. 
According to the following table the most economical 
steam ship was the vessel of approximately 3,000 net 
fons. The relatively high manning of the bigger 
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steamers is, of course, due to the large staffs of stewards, 
etc., employed on passenger vessels.

Comparing the figures for 1925 with those for 1924 in 
respect of motor vessels of less than 1,000 tons net, it 
will be seen from the following table that the only in- 
crease of importance occurred in the vessels of under 
50 tons net, the increase being approximately 8°0 per 
cent., both as regards number of vessels and net tonnage. 
This is noteworthy because 77 per cent. by number of 
all the motor vessels on the register in 1925 and 1924 
were vessels of this classification.

Of the total entrances of motor vessels with cargo at 
ports of the United Kingdom, 30 per cent. of the 
vessels and 26 per cent. of the net tonnage-arrived from 
Northern Europe, 1:2 per cent. of the vessels and 15°3 
per cent. of the net tonnage arrived from the Pacific 
Coast of North America, and 1:2 per cent. of the vessels 
and 12°0 per cent. of the net tonnage arrived from the 
Atlantic Coast of North America. With regard to the 
clearances of motor ships with cargo from ports of the 
United Kingdom, 48 per cent. of the vessels and 32 per 
cent. of the net tonnage cleared for the Northern Euro- 
pean area, and 1°8 per cent. of the vessels and 12°5 per 
cent. of the net tonnage cleared for Eastern Asia and 
Islands in the Pacific. It will be seen that the total net 
tonnage of the clearances of motor vessels with cargo was 
less than the total net tonnage of the entrances of motor 
vessels with cargo by approximately 20 per cent.

Thus British vessels accounted for about 56 per cent. 
of the total net tonnage of motor vessels that entered 
with cargo at ports of the United Kingdom during 
1925, and for 63 per cent. of the total net tonnage that 
cleared with cargo. For steam vessels the correspond- 
ing percentages were 69 and 67. The numbers of 
foreign vessels are comparatively high because the 
figures include foreign fishing vessels of small tonnage 
landing fish at ports of the United Kingdom, but 
exclude British fishing vessels; in particular, a large 
proportion of the Danish vessels shown in the table as 
entering with cargo consists of fishing vessels landing 
fish from the ‘‘ Deep Sea Fisheries.’’ 
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MOISTURE MOVEMENT THROUGH WCOD, 


This,* the second Technical Paper of the Forest 
Products Research Laboratory of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research, deals, like the first, ; 
with the movement of moisture through wood. The 
importance of experiments on this subject will be appre- 
ciated when it is realised that success in the kiln 
seasoning of wood can only be attained with a thorough 
knowledge of this process. The experimental results 
obtained should assist the kiln engineer, since they 
emphasise those features which must be taken into con- 
sideration in kiln design if artificial seasoning is to be 
an efficient and economic practice.

LIGHT DISTRIBUTION FROM INDUSTRIAL 
REFLECTOR FITTING No. 1.! 


The artificial lighting of industrial processes demands 
a fitting which, in addition to providing adequate 
illumination for the work in hand, is reasonably per- 
manent, moderate in cost and easy to keep clean. 
Porcelain-enamelled steel reflectors fulfil these require- 
ments fairly well, and, in various shapes, have come 
into extensive use for industrial lighting. 

The type of reflector known as the Industrial Re- 
flector Fitting (No. 1) aims at combining the good 
qualities of the flat cone and of the deep bowl, avoiding 
the pronounced glare of the one and the patchy illumina- 
tion of the other. 

To aid the British Engineering Standards Associa- 
tion to achieve some desirable standardisation of the 
form of such fittings, the National Physical Laboratory 
has investigated the distribution of light from four 
reflectors of suitable sizes. The experiments were de- 
signed to show the change in light distribution and 
efficiency produced by altering the height of the lamp 
in the reflector. 

The results of the research have been made use of 
by the British Engineering Standards Association in 
the preparation of British Standard Specification 
No. 232 (1926). Since the measurements are con- 
sidered likely to be of general interest, an account of 
the work has been included in the series of technical 
reports on Illumination Research.

CANADIAN OUTPUT OF NATURAL GAS. 


There was an increase of nearly 14 per cent. in quan- 
tity and over 19 per cent. in value in the output of 
natural gas in Canada in 1925 as compared with 1924, 
according to finally revised statistics just issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa. Production in 
1925 totalled 16,902,897,000 cubic feet, valued at 
6,833,005 dollars as compared with 14,881,336,000 cubic 
feet with a valuation of 5,708,636 dols. in the preceding 
year. The quantity of natural gas produced in 1925 
has been exceeded in previous years, but not the value, 
which for 1925 was considerably in excess of the total 
for any preceding year. For the first time Ontario 
was supplanted as the leading producer by the recently 
developed fields of Alberta. The production of the 
latter was 9,119,500,000 cubic feet, that of Ontario 
7,143,962,000 cubic feet, and of New Brunswick 
639,235,000 cubic feet. 

Capital employed by the 161 operating firms in 
Canada during 1925 was 48,894,802 dols. Employment 
was furnished 1,059 employees, whose total earnings 
were 1,2 06,875 dols. There were 2,236 natural gas 
wells in operation in Canada during 1925, the number 
in New Brunswick being 32, in “Ontario 2,117, in 
Manitoba one, and in Alberta 86. 

The importance of the natural gas industry 1 in Canada 
is perhaps best emphasised by comparison with the arti-

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ficial gas industry. Production of artificial gas in 1925 
totalled 26,651,684,000 cubic feet, and the selling value 
of gas and other products was 18,859,130 dols. Plants 
to the number of 44 were engaged in this industry, and 
46,129,651 dols. of capital was employed. 

In world production of natural gas Canada ranks 
second, and this product is being largely used for 
domestic cooking and heating and in industry in many 
cities and towns in Ontario, in the cities of Calgary 
and Edmonton, in other large towns of Alberta, and 
in Moncton, New Brunswick.

SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS 
TO THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa 
in London has been advised by. cable from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the week 
ended 11th December the following quantities of South 
African produce were shipped to United Kingdom 
ports: —Wool, scoured, 711 bales; wool, grease, 29,056 
bales; mohair, 649 bales; hides, wet, 2,775 bales; hides, 
dried, 2,328 bales; sheepskins, 900 bales; goatskins, 240 
bales; sealskins, 2 casks; wattle bark, 820 tons; wattle 
extract, 1,847,493 lbs.; eggs, 3,513 cases; bitter aloes, 
50 cases; cotton seed, 220,019 Ibs.; cotton lint, 
15,201 lbs.; sugar, 1,684 tons; tobacco, 300 Ilbs.; 
tcbaeco, 1,250 bales; chop, 1,472 bags; grit, 1,180 bags; 
plums, 4,345 boxes; peaches, 4,651 boxes; apricots, 
1,230 boxes; strawberries, 60 boxes; gooseberries, 47 
boxes ; granadillas, 24 boxes; and mixed fruit, 2 boxes.

EAST AFRICAN TRADE AND AGRICULTURE, 
Trade in the larger bazaars of these territories has 
rcmained dull, reports the Monthly Review of the 
Standard Bank of South Africa, Ltd. Certain lines of 
piece-goods are in demand at present prices, and stocks 
are gradually decreasing. The position is rendered 
more difficult by the continued fall in the price of raw 
cotton. Fearing further decline in the value of cotton 
goods, merchants are eager to dispose of their holdings, 
even at a small loss, and in addition a certain amount of 
price-cutting to obtain ready money is prevalent. 

Agricultural prospects in Kenya continue bright. A 
good average crop of coffee is expected. Nakuru reports 
heavy rains, which have somewhat delayed the maize 
harvest ; in the Uasin Gishu and Turbo districts harvest- 
ing of maize has commenced, and good crops are re- 
ported. It is worthy of note that labour for harvesting 
in the Turbo district is reported to be abundant. 

In Uganda the official figures of ‘‘ preliminary esti- 
mated acreages’’ of raw cotton sown are given as 
585,704, as compared with 617,324 acres last year and 
572,814 acres in 1924. Very wet weather has been ex- 
perienced in most of the districts, and a dry spell is now 
much needed. In Tanganyika the cotton and ground- 
nut seasons are almost over, and trade has quietened. 
Business in Zanzibar remains dull. 





INDIAN WEATHER, CROPS, AND PRICES. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the High Commissioner 
for India in London on the season and crops during 
the past week : — 

Rainfall.—Calecutta, 28th December: Rainfall has 
been light and local. 

Crops.—Assam, 27th December: The weather has 
been seasonable. The condition of the crops generally is 
fair. Bihar and Orissa, 20th December: Light rain in 
the greater part of the province has benefited rabi crops. 
The condition of the crops is fair. Madras, 18th 
December: The weather generally has been dry. Rain 
is urgently needed throughout. 

Calcutta Wholesale Price Index.—22nd December: 
The wholesale price index number for November is 146. 
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PALESTINE TRADE IN SEPTEMBER. 


The total value of imports and exports during Sep- 
tember last was £518,454 and £49,371, as compared 
with £801,038 and £63,398 respectively in September, 
1925, states the Palestine Commercial Bulletin. The 
chief sources of imports were Egypt £149,821, Syria 
£71,525, Germany £55,324, the United Kingdom 
£44,163, France £34,550, the United States £32,421, 
Italy £25,532 and Roumania £24,048, while recipients 
of exports included Egypt £29,828, Syria £10,120, the 
United Kingdom £3,053, Germany £2,197, the Irish 
Free State £1,186, and the United States £1,004. 





DANISH FOREIGN TRADE. 


Imports and domestic exports during the first nine 
months of the current year amounted in value to 1,169°2 
million kroner and 1,060°5 million kroner, compared 
with 1,618°2 million kr. and 1,417°7 million kr. respec- 
tively in the corresponding period of 1925, states the 
Danish Foreign Office Journal. Re-exports during the 
same two periods totalled 83°1 million kr. and 135°2 
million kr. respectively. 





UNITED STATES TRADE IN NOVEMBER, 


A cable received by the London office of the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York states that the preliminary 
report of November exports is 481 million dollars and 
of imports 376 million dols., which compares with ex- 
ports totalling 456 million dols. and imports amounting 
to 378 million dols. in the previous month. In Novem- 
ber, 1925, exports totalled 448 million dols. and imports 
376 million dols. 





ARGENTINE EXPORT TRADE, 


Official export figures for the first nine months of the 
current year show a total value of approximately 618 
million gold dollars as compared with about 692 million 
gold dollars in the same period of 1925, states the 
Monthly Review of the Bank of London and South 
America, Limited. This shows a decline in value of 
nearly 75 million gold dollars, or 108 per cent., despite 
a quantitative increase of 7 per cent. 


SAO PAULO HYDRO-ELECTRIC PLANT. 


According to the Monthly Review of the Bank of 
London and South America, Limited, the Sao Paulo 
Light and Power Plant has now completed its new hydro- 
electric station at Cubatao. The two turbines and 
generators of this new plant are each of 40,000 horse 
power. The development of the city of Sao Paulo, and 
its increasing need of electrical power, is more easily 
realised when it is stated that before 1900 there were 
less than 1,000 h.p. installed; in 1900 three 1,500 h.p. 
turbines were installed ; in 1910 this had been increased 
to 27,000 h.p.; in 1920 to 85,500 h.p.; in 1925 to 
148,000 h.p.; and at the end of the current year there 
will be installed 228,000 h.p., which can be increased, 
if necessary, by installing additional units.

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BUYERS FROM ALL OVER THE 
WORLD. 


Since the summary given last week 
of the early replies to the follow-up 
campaign to overseas buyers in con- 
nection with the Fair, numerous com- 
munications have been received from 
firms in Continental countries in- 
dicating their intention to attend.

RECENT TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Trade is still generally quiet, though in the coast towns 
there is some seasonal activity, reports the Monthly Review 
for November of the Standard Bank of South Africa, Ltd. 
‘arming prospects have been considerably improved in the 
Cape Province by widespread rains, but conditions in some 
parts of the Transvaal and Orange Free State still give cause 
for anxiety. The manufacturing and building industries 
remain well employed, and the mining position continues 
to be satisfactory.

These figures are somewhat deceptive, as during the first 
half of 1925 exports of gold were nearly £1,000,600 less than 
the production, whereas during the first half of the present 
year they exceeded production by over £1,200,000. If allow- 
ance is made for this it will be found that the value of 
exports during the first six months of 1926 was slightly less 
than during the same period of 1925, a marked decrease in 
the value of wool exported being partly offset by the in- 
creased production of gold and diamonds.

SMALLER Export BALANCE FOR THE YEAR. 

During the remainder of the year the almost total dis- 
appearance of last year’s large maize export trade will tend 
to emphasise this decrease, and for the whole year it is 
probable that the total value of exports of farm produce will 
be nearly £8,000,000 less than last year. On the other hand 
exports of gold, diamonds and other minerals will probably 
be nearly £4,000,000 higher, so that the total exports for 
the year will be some £4,000,000 below those of 1925. 
Assuming that imports during the last quarter are main- 
tained at approximately last year’s level (and the shipping 
figures for October seem to show that this was so during 
that month at least) it seems likely that the balance of ex- 
ports over imports will this year be reduced to about 
£11,000,000, or approximately £8,000,000 less than in 1924.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-SEPTEMBER. 


H.M. ‘rade Commissioner at Nairobi reports that during 
ihe first nine months of the current year imports into and 
domestic exports from Zanzibar amounted in value to 
Rs.198,48,890 and  Rs.109,15,146. as compared’ with 
Rs.205,47,544 and Rs.143,92,571 respectively in the period 
January-September, 1925. Re-exports during these two 
periods totalled Rs.64,18,066 and KRs.79,25,442, while stock 
in hand in transit warehouses on 30th September last was 
valued at Rs.13,25,734 as compared with Rs.15,07,661 on the 
same date of 1925. 

Exports of copra and cloves during the period under 
review amounted to 288,824 cwts. and 93,181 cwts. In the 
corresponding period of 1925 the respective totals were 
302,841 cwts. and 138,232 cwts.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-OCTOBER. 
(From the British Legation. ) 
COPENHAGEN. 

Information published by the Danish Statistical Depart- 
ment regarding Denmark’s foreign trade shows that during 
October imports amounted to 135 million kroner, exports of 
Danish goods to 119 million kr., and re-exports of foreign 
voods to 9 million kr., leaving an import surplus of 7 million 
kr. The corresponding figures for September were 142 
million kr., 116 million kr., 10 million kr., and 16 million 
kr. 

Imports during the first ten months of 1926 reached a value 
of 1,304 million kr., while exports totalled 1,271 million kr., 
bringing the import surplus for the period up to 33 million 
kr. In all probability the foreign trade balance for the year 
will be favourable because, among other reasons, shipping 
receipts have risen so considerably in consequence of the 
British coal stoppage.

TRADE WITH THE SOVIET UNION. 

the Estonian Legation in London states thal upon the 
conclusion of the Estonian-Russian Peace Treaty in 1920 
trade ‘between the two countries was practically non- 
existent. During last year, however, imports into Estonia 
from the Soviet Union amounted in value to 426°2 million 
Estonian marks, as compared with 1,048°1 million E.mks. 
and 378 million E.mks. respectively in 1924 and 1923, while 
exports into that country from the Soviet Union during 
those three years totalled 1,032°8 million E.mks., 4156 
million E.mks. and 380°9 million E.mks. respectively. 
Imports from the Soviet Union were respectively 4°4 per 
cent., 12°8 per cent. and 4 per cent. of the total imports 
during these three years, while exports represented 10-7 
per cent., 53 per cent. and 6°7 per cent. respectively of 
Estonia’s total export trade. 

The principal imports comprised cereals, fodder, seeds 
and oils, while the leading exports consisted of paper, 
cotton goods and cotton yarn, machinery and metal goods, 
leather and cement. 





FRANCE. 





FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-NOVEMBER. 


(From the British Embassv.) 
PARIs. 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first eleven 
months of 1926 show that the value of imports amounted 
to 54,392 million francs as against 38,566 million frs. in 
the same period of 1925, an increase of 15,826 million frs., 
or about 41 per cent., and that of exports to 54,140 million 
frs. as compared with 40,941 million frs., an increase of 
13,199 million frs., or more than 32 per cent. Imports of 
foodstuffs rose by 2,241 million frs., those of raw materials 
by 11,489 million frs., and of manufactured articles by 2,195 
million frs. Exports of foodstuffs increased 1,166 million 
frs., those of raw materials by 3,921 million frs., and of 

manufactured articles by 8,111 million frs. 
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During the first eleven months of the year there was an 
unfavourable balance of visible exchanges amounting to 252 
million frs., whereas in the corresponding period of 1925 
there was a favourable balance of 2,375 million frs. In 
November, however, as in the four previous months, there 
was a favourable balance, amounting last month to 335 
million frs., but the value of exports and, to a less extent, of 
imports was lower than in October. 

As regards weight, imports during the first eleven months 
of 1926 totalled 41,474,000 tons, a decrease of 1,964,000 tons 
on the figures for the corresponding period of 1925, whereas 
exports amounted to 29,620,000 tons, an increase of 1,845,000 
tons. Imports of raw materials declined by close on two 
million tons and those of foodstuffs by 140,000 tons, bul 
there was an increase of 132,000 tons in imports of manu- 
factured articles. Exports of raw materials rose by 
1,304,000 tons, those of manufactured articles by 475,000 
tons and of foodstuffs by 66,000 tons.

RAILWAY WAGON MANUFACTURERS’ 
COMBINE. 
(From the British Consul.) 
LEIPZIG. 

According to reports appearing in the local Press of recen| 
dates it would appear that negotiations for the formation 
of a combine ‘in the railway wagon industry have led to a 
successful result as, during the present month, the 
‘“Deutsche Waggonbauvereinigung’’ was founded in 
Berlin. The establishment took place with the reservation 
that the Keichsbahn company will conclude a treaty with 
the new concern. It is expected that the Reichsbahn will 
approve of the treaty shortly, when the new federation, to 
which 30 factories belong, will be definitely established. 

Certain wagon companies which are, however, mainly 
engaged in other branches of production, or which already 
deliver other materials in addition to wagons to the 
Reichsbahn, will not be members of the federation. Some 
exceptions only have been made in favour of those com- 
panies which the Reichsbahn wishes to include for technical 
reasons or which one of the States of Germany wishes to 
see included in accordance with the treaty between Reich 
and States, made when the State railways were taken over 
by the Reich. It appears also that the Reichsbahn has 
insisted on fixing the price of wagons to the extent thal 
the members of the federation shall not deliver to others 
at a lower price than they deliver to the Reichsbahn. The 
Reichsbahn consider that, as they support the companies 
by their orders, third parties should not profit from this 
support in the shape of lower prices. 

Tue FEDERATION AND THE HEAvy INDUSTRIES. 

It is nol considered that the companies which remain 
outside the federation will be able to affect the arrangement, 
as they will receive no orders from the Reichsbahn and 
cannot for long continue to undersell the members of the 
federation. It is possible that the arrangement will lead 
to some of the wagon departments of the heavy industries 
being closed down. As a compensation the heavy industries 
will probably receive a value equivalent in the collective 
orders of the federation. The federation intends to cen- 
tralise its purchases, and as it looks to regular orders from 
the Reichsbahn it ought to be able to give regular orders 
to the heavy industries. It is thought that the federation 
will conclude definite contracts for the delivery of material 
with one of the trusts in the heavy industries. 

The contract betweén the federation and the Reichsbahn 
will probably be concluded for a period of from three to 
five years. The Reichsbahn will superintend the process 
of rationalisation in the firms belonging to the federation 
and those firms which do not come up to the mark will 
not receive orders.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-SEPTEMBER. 
(from the British Legation.) 
BERNE. 

The total value of imports during the first nine months 
of the current year was 1,780,525,565 francs, as compared 
with 1,873,641,656 frs. in the corresponding period of 1925, 
While exports totalled 1,319,546,501 frs. and 1,556,743,531 
Irs. respectively. The adverse trade balance for the first 
nine months of 1926 thus amounts to 24 per cent., as 
against 13 per cent. in 1925, 18 per cent. in 1924, and 26°7 
per cent in 1913. The most important decrease in exports 
is in the trade with the United Kingdom, this being due to 
the unusual economic conditions caused by the coal stop- 
page. In 1924 exports to the United kingdom had sur- 
passed pre-war figures, and this tendency was maintained 
lo some extent in 1925 owing to the forced exports which 
took place in July of that year and amounted to some 55 
million francs. The unfavourable development of Swiss 
foreign trade, which was noticeable during the last few 
months of 1925, and continued steadily throughout 1926, 
becomes very apparent upon a close study of the trade 
returns for the first nine months of 1926, although the 
ligures for the last quarter of the year are not yet available. 
It is hardly likely that any striking modifications will take 
place, and it is already possible to form an opinion of the 
veneral situation of Swiss foreign trade, which is certainly 
not very encouraging, although signs of a slight improve- 
ment are to be observed from the October returns. 

Whereas in 1925 only 13 per cent. of Swiss imports were 
not covered ‘by Swiss exports, the adverse balance for the 
first nine months of this year amounted to 26 per cent. 
The decline in the value of imports can be attributed 
mostly to a general fall in prices. Thus, although larger 
quantities of cereals, colonial wares, animal products, 
limber, coal and iron were imported than was the case 
last year, the value of these goods has in most cases fallen 
considerably. Moreover, the cheap ‘‘ valuta ’’ imports from 
Il'rance have tended to keep the figures low. At the same 
time there is a particularly noticeable increase in imports 
of textile fabrics (610 tons as against 496 tons), ready-made 
clothes (497 tons as against 3852 tons), shoes (403 tons 
against 259 tons), and vehicles, especially motor-cycies 
(3,783 against 2,553), motor-cars (7,427 against 5,507), 
chassis (1,151 against 1,132), and cycles (44,708 against 
41,757). 

France ranks first as Switzerland’s chief purveyor, goods 
from that country—in spite of the general fall in the value 
of Swiss imports—having risen in value from 366 million 
frs. to 3885 million frs. Germany comes next, having sent 
334 million frs. worth of her products to this country 
(14 million frs. less than last year). Imports from Italy 
have decreased by about 10 million frs., and amounted to 
I87 million frs. A fall in the price of commodities is partly 
responsible for the decline in imports from the United 
States (132 million frs. as against 173 million frs.), and 
from the United Kingdom (76 million frs. as against 119 
million francs). 


Export TRADE. 

As regards Swiss exports, they have been seriously affected 
by the economic depression in the United Kingdom, the 
crisis in Germany, and the “ valuta ’’ competition on the 
part of France, Italy and Belgium. The diminishing pur- 
chasing power of both the United Kingdom and Germany 
played an important part in the decrease in Swiss exports. 





IMPERIAL AND FOREIGN TRADE—Continued. 


The total of exports to these two countries alone decreased 
by some 230 million frs., exports to the United Kingdom 
falling from 350 million frs. to 220-5 million frs., and those 
lo Germany from 298 million frs. to 180-2 million frs. 
Exports to France have declined from 130-1 million frs. to 
He million {rs., those to Belgium from 27 million frs. to 
21 million irs., those to Poland from 23 million frs. to 
12 million frs. The situation of Swiss industries would be 
very serious indeed were it not that through the efforts of 
various industrial associations and institutions it has 
proved possible to find new markets overseas. Whereas 
exports to the United States only show a slight increase 
(137°6 million frs. as against 135 million frs.), trade with 
the British dominions, especially Canada and Australia, 
has grown much brisker, Swiss goods having been sent to 
these two countries to the value of 110 million frs. as 
against 84 miliion frs. last year. It is true, however, that 
part of these wares used formerly to ‘be sent via London. 
Exports to Japan have risen from 12 million frs. to 
44 million frs., while those to South America have jumped 
from 3 million frs. to 64 million frs. A slight increase is 
also to be observed in respect of exports to Italy (82 million 
frs. as against 75°8 million frs.). 

A satisfactory trend is to be noted in regard to Basle 
specialities, expcrts of pharmaceutical preparations having 
increased from 27°3 million frs. to 36:4 million frs. (i.-e., 
30 per cent.), and aniline dyes from 3-2 million frs. to 41°6 
million frs. The artificial silk industry received a number 
of orders from Italy, Spain and the United States, so that 
exports of this commodity rose from 22°6 million frs. to 
27°1 million frs. Exports of condensed milk, footwear, 
instruments, and apparatus maintained a satisfactory level 
as a result of a reduction in price. On the other hand, 
the textile industry had a very unsatisfactory nine months, 
especially the Basle silk ribbon industry, exports of this 
commodity having fallen by some 50 per cent., i.e., from 
34:5 million frs. to 18°8 million frs. The United Kingdom 
alone purchased 10 million frs. worth less than in the 
preceding year, while Australian purchases fell from 41 
million frs. to 2:5 million frs. Purchases of silk wares by) 
the United Kingdom also fell considerably, and there was 
a marked decrease in exports ef silk to Germany, Austria 
and France; oi the other hand, exports of silks to Canada 
rose from 16°2 million frs. to 21:4 million frs., and those to 
Australia from 7:4 million frs. to 14°1 million frs. A slump 
in American orders caused the Basle Schappe industry to 
register a decrease of some 12 million frs. (33°1 million frs. 
as against 45°8 million frs.) in its exports, while competi- 
tion from countries having a depreciated currency had an 
adverse influence on exports of ready-made clothes, which 
fell from 54:6 million frs. to 33°9 million frs.

INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT OF CHENGTU. 

The Acting British Consul-General at Chengtu in the 
course of his Commercial Report on Chengtu tor the first 
nine months of the current year states that the campaign, 
initiated in 1924, for street widening and road building 
has made great progress during the last year, with the result 
that most of the important thoroughiares in the city of 
Chengtu have been widened and re-surfaced, and work is 
being commenced on a number of the side streets. Similar 
operations are also in progress in several of the smaller 
luwns, especially those which are affected by the road 
building schemes. Of these roads the Chengtu-Kuanhsien 
motor road was completed last year, while the current year 
saw the completion of a road south to Hsinching, and motor 
services are now running regularly on both. The Chengtu- 
Hsinching road forms but the first stage of a road which 
is to be projected to Suifu via Pengshan and Kiating, ol! 
which the second stage Hsinching to Pengshan, a distance 
of some 20 miles, has now been commenced and is expected 
to be ready towards the latter part of this year. On the 
south side of the river at Hsinching is the head of a road 
planned to reach Yachow, and eventually to be extended to 
Tachienlu. This has been completed up to Chiungchow, 
but there is little traffic on it, and it is already showing 
signs of neglect and decay. A more important road is about 
to be constructed from Chengtu in an easterly direction 
through Shihoh’iao to Suining, the port of debarkation of 
the traffic with Chungking along the Kialing river. A sum 
of half a million dollars has been raised for the construction 
of the road, the purchase of motor cars, and the promotors 
of the scheme claim that this road, which is to be 90 feet 
wide, will enable the journey to Chungking to be made in 
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three days (by motor to Suining and thence down river by 
motor-vessel). 

The result of the road construction above referred to has 
been the introduction of motor cars into this part of the 
province, and regular motor services are maintained to 
Kuanhsien and Hsinching. It is considered that there will 
be an increasing demand for cars as road building pro- 
gresses, but chiefly lor cheap cars suited for rough usage. 

There is a ready demand in Chengtu for bicycles, which 
are becoming increasingly popular. This is especially the 
case in respect of the cheaper class, which can be sold for 
an average price of about 120 dols. The majority of 
machines on the market are of German make, although a 
few Japanese and American are also sold. 

A rape oil mill is in the course of construction in the 
south suburb of Chengtu. The heavy machinery is of 
British manufacture, but the lighter is of Japanese make, 
while the electric plant and accessories are German. A 
similar distribution of machinery was observed at the most 
up-to-date silk filature at Kiating. 

German products predominate on the foreign-style goods 
market, with Japanese merchandise second. Cutlery, 
aluminium goods, dyes and drugs are nearly all ‘‘ made in 
Germany,’’ while Japan leads the way in toys, foreign-style 
hats, cotton goods, enamelled ware, thermos flasks, etc. 
About 80 per cent. of the woollen goods on the market is 
British; cotton goods from the United Kingdom constitute 
only about 20 per cent. of the total, nearly all the rest 
coming from Japan. Foreign foodstuffs (tinned foods, re- 
fined sugar, white flour, etc.) are only stocked in limited 
quantities and at exorbitant prices. With a population of 
some three hundred foreigners there would appear to be 
sufficient demand for such goods to support an agency.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN SEPTEMBER QUARTER. 


Exports of merchandise from the United States during 
the period Ist July to 30th September last showed a sub- 
stantial increase Over the preceding quarter, and were 
greater in value than in the third quarter of any year since 
1920, states ‘‘Commerce Reports’’ (United States Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, Washington). In the 
third quarter of 1926 they even surpassed in quantity those 
of the third quarters of 1919 and 1920, and were larger 
than in the corresponding period of any earlier year. 
Iixport prices in 1926 have declined to a lower level than 
at any time since 1922. 

The value of imports in the United States during the 
third quarter of the year showed only a slight change from 
either the previous quarter or the corresponding period of 
1925. The slight decrease in value of imports as compared 
with the second quarter of this year resulted chiefly from the 
lower price of rubber. (Quantitatively, imports increased 
and were slightly greater than in the third quarter of any 
previous year. 





CHANGES IN EXPORTS. 


The value of exports of merchandise for the quarter ended 
30th September was 1,203 million dollars, an increase of 
11 per cent. over the previous quarter and of 53 per cent. 
over the corresponding period of 1925. It was, also, from 
13 to 30 per cent. greater than in the third quarter of any 
other year since 1920. Normal seasonal fluctuations—prin- 
cipally the increased shipments of agricultural products 
after the harvest—account for a major part of the increase 
over the second quarter of 1926, but the increase over the 
third quarter of 1925 was caused mainly by larger exports 
of wheat, petroleum products, coal, and heavy iron and 
steel. The increase in the value of shipments of wheat 
alone was enough to account for the entire gain in the 
value of total exports. 

However, changes in the value of exports during the 
past year do not measure closely changes in volume, as a 
decline in the ayerage prices of export commodities began 
in the last quarter of 1925 and has continued through 1926. 
The lower price of cotton accounts for a large part of the 
decrease in prices, although many other commodities also 
declined. The quantity of exports in the third quarter of 
1926 increased by about 11 per cent. over the second 
quarter, and by about 13 per cent. over the third quarter 
of 1925. The principal commodities exported in greater 
quantilies than in the corresponding quarter of 1925 were 
cotton, petroleum products, wheat, coal, heavy iron and 
steel, and lumber. 


Import TRADE. 


Imports totalled 1,019 million dols. in the third quarter 
of 1926, as compared wih 1,055 million dols. in the second 
quarter of the year and 1,016 million dols. in the third 
quarter of 1925. The trend of import values since July, 
1925, has been greatly influenced by the price of rubber. 
Its lower value more than accounts for the decrease in the 
total value of imports in the third quarter from the pre- 
vious quarter; had the price of rubber remained constant 
import values would actually have shown a slight increase. 

Import prices, as a whole, were lower in the third quarter 
of 1926 than in the corresponding quarter of 1925, and 
were also lower than for April-June, 1926. Consequently, 
the quantity of imports was slightly larger than in either 
of these other .quarters. 


BALANCE OF TRADE. 


The excess of merchandise exports over imports increased 
from 28 million dols. in the second quarter of the year to 
184 million dols. in the third quarter, and was 59 million 
dols. greater than in the third quarter of 1925. Normally, 
there is a great excess of exports in the third and fourth 
quarters of the year owing to the large shipments of cotton 
and grains. It is noteworthy, however, that the balance 
of trade-in the third quarter of 1926 compared much more 
favourably with the balance in the corresponding quarter 
of other recent years than did the two earlier quarters of 
this year.

STATE RAILWAY REVENUES. 


The revenues of the Danish State Railways for the finan- 
cial year ended 31st March last amounted to 137°6 million 
kroner as compared with 144°4 million kr. in the previous 
year, while expenditure totalled 166-8 million kr. as against 
1445 million kr., states the ‘‘ Danish Foreign Office 
Journal.”’ 

There was thus a deficit of 29-2 million kr. as compared 
with 0°1 million kr. in the year ended 31st March, 1925. 
This difference is accounted for by the full operation of the 
new Budget regulations, under which were set aside 9°4 
million kr. for offwritings on railway property and 19:4 
million kr. as interest on the capital values of the railways.

SHIPPING TRAFFIC AT HAMBURG IN 
NOVEMBER. 
(From the British Consul-General.) 


HAMBURG. 


The total tonnage entered and cleared at Hamburg in 
November was about the same as in October, as while 
the shipping entered with cargo was 75,500 tons more, there 
was a decline of 73,500 tons in that entered in_ ballast, 
probably attributable to the falling off in the demand for 
coal for the United Kingdom. The total shipping entered 
during the first eleven months of the year shows an increase 
of 225,500 tons and that cleared an advance of 221,000 tons 
over the corresponding period of 1925. 

The British shipping in November amounted to 310 vessels 
of 443,653 tons entered and 319 vessels of 428,445 tons cleared 
as compared with 338 vessels of 414,015 tons entered and 
319 vessels of 408,650 tons cleared in October. German 
tonnage totalled 577,691 tons entered against 583,386 tons 
in October and 594,276 tons cleared against 552,569 tons.

CHEMNITZ FABRIC GLOVE INDUSTRY. 


(From the British Consul.) 
LEIPZIG. 


According to the ‘ Leipziger Wochenschrift fiir Textil- 
Industrie ’’ the Chemnitz fabric glove industry is in a less 
favourable position than the hosiery industry. The home 
market has given fairly satisfactory orders, but prices and 
profits are very low owing to the great competition among 
the factories. Orders from abroad are considerably behind 
expectations, and American buyers who visited the districts 
some two months ago have given much smaller orders than 
was hoped for, which may partly be explained by the uncer- 
tainty in fashions. Fairly satisfactory orders have been 
received from the United Kingdom, but they do not come 
up to those of former years. Scandinavia has placed good 
orders for winter gloves, but prices have toe be cut very 
much. The demand for spring goods is very slow. 

As regards knitted gloves winter business suffered by the 
warm weather in November. The trade, however, has now 
improved, although both foreign and domestic markets are 
buying very cautiously and makers are still engaged in the 
manufacture of material for the underwear industry.

PRODUCTION OF TOBACCO IN 1925. 


According to the Palestine Commercial Bulletin, 8,971 
dunums were planted with tobacco during the current year 
as compared with 11,676 dunums in 1925. Of this amount 
7,301 dunums were planted with Turkish tobacco, 1,184 
dunums with Baladi tobacco, and the remainder with 
tombac and Heisheh tobacco. 

It is estimated that the 1926 crop will total 555 tons of 
tobacco, of which approximately 500 tons will be Turkish 
and 50 tons Baladi tobacco.

CUSTOMS DECISIONS: HEALD CORD AND 
TYPEWRITER RIBBONS. 

Customs Ruling No. 12 of 1926 of the Central Board of 
Revenue, dated 15th November, provides that the reference 
to heald cords in item No. 51B of the Indian Customs Tariff 
(which covers certain textile machinery and apparatus by 
whatever power operated) cannot be held to include the 
types of cordage variously described as ‘‘ Heald Yarn,’’ 
‘* Heddle Yarn,’’ or ‘‘ Heald Cord,’’ unless such cordage is 
cut into lengths ready for use. If imported uncut, duty 
should be assessed at 15 per cent. ad valorem. 

Under a further Ruling (No. 13 of 1926), dated 19th 
November, typewriter ribbons should be treated as “* parts 
of instruments ”’ and assessed for duty at 15 per cent. under 
item 91 of the Indian Customs Tariff. 





IRISH FREE STATE. 





BEET SUGAR SUBSIDY REGULATIONS. 


Regulations have recently been issued by the Minister of 
Finance for the Irish Free State entitled the Beet Sugar 
(Subsidy) Regulations, 1926, to give effect to the Beet Sugar 
(Subsidy) Act, 1925 (No. 37 of 1925), which provides for the 
payment of subsidies at prescribed rates and under certain 
conditions in respect of sugar manufactured in the Irish 
Free State during the period of 10 years beginning on Ist 
October, 1926, from sugar beet grown in the Free State. 

Under these Regulations all subsidies payable under the 
Act will be paid on the quantities of sugar manufactured 
weekly by the person to whom the subsidy is payable. A 
copy of the Regulations, which prescribe the procedure to 
be followed by manufacturers in making their claims and 
the forms to be used in connection therewith, may be seen 
by persons interested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1.

does not conform to a standard so prescribed.

licensed chemists, druggists or duly qualified veterinary 
surgeons may obtain under permit stated quantities of such 
drugs for their legitimate requirements, and the Ordinance 
prescribes the procedure to be followed for ensuring the 
necessary control in such cases.

A Tabular Guide to the Foreign Trade Statistics of Twenty-one 
Principal Countries. By Frederick Brown, B.Sc. (Glas.). Pub- 
lished by Students’ Bookshops, Ltd., 16, Harpur Street, London, 
W.C.1. Price 7s. 6d. 

This guide to the statistics of their foreign trade, published 
by twenty-one of the principal countries, has two objects. One 
is to assist those who use those statistics, by so defining the 
terms and headings employed as to throw light on the exact 
significance of the figures, and to help them when possible to 
choose statistics which would be valid for the purpose of inter- 
national comparison. For instance, the man of business or 
affairs, reading in his newspaper that imports per head of popu- 
lation into the United Kingdom had increased while those into 
Belgium had decreased in the same period, could see from 
Table 1, column 9, that English imports may be ‘“‘ general im- 
ports,’’ including goods destined for our large re-export trade, 
while for Belgium statistics of ‘‘ special trade,’’ or imports for 
internal use, alone are published; he would thus be able to 
guard himself against false conclusions about the state of trade 
of this country compared with that of Belgium, The more 
intense student of trade conditions, who uses the actual publi- 
cations of foreign and colonial governments, will, it is hoped, 
find in this guide explanations and interpretations fuller and, at 
the same time, in handier form than those in the introductions 
to the trade volumes themselves, while he who reads only 
English will be spared from wrestling with many languages. 
The second object of the guide is to show in handy form the 
distribution of the total values of imports and exports of all 
articles of the twenty-one principal countries among all the 
countries of the world in 1913 and 1923.* Where statistics of 
‘‘ special trade’’ are available, these have been used as being 
a better indication of the position of a country in international 
exchange of commodities, but where “‘ general trade ”’ alone is 
published, those figures have been used and the fact noted. 
Limitations of space have prevented the inclusion of the per- 
centage as well as of the actual geographical distribution of the 
trade of the twenty-one countries, but by means of a few 
simple calculations it may be seen from Table III., column 1, 
line 152 and total, that whereas, e.g., in 1913 18-4 per cent. of 
the United Kingdom imports came from the United States of 
America, as against 19-2 per cent. in 1923, the share of the 
United States in the United Kingdom export trade rose from 
5:6 per cent. in 1913 to 7°8 per cent. in 1923.

GOOD POSITION AND PROSPECTS. 





THE GERMAN INTERESTS. 


The Fourth Annual General Meeting of the members of In- 
veresk Paper Company, Limited, was held on 23rd inst., in the 
North British Station Hotel, Edinburgh. 


Mr. William Harrison, LL.B. (the chairman of the company), 
who presided, said :— ; 

This year our accounts show a gross profit of £116,405, com- 
pared with £70,694 for the preceding twelve months.

The first of these conditions is that th> Participating Prefer- 
ence shareholders in the International Company shall be offered 
what we personally consider an adequate price for their shares. 
I am personally of opinion that the Participating Preference 
shareholders in the International Company would be well advised 
t> hold their shares, even at to-day’s market price. The second 
condition is, that Inveresk and its associated papermaking com- 
panies shall be absolutely assured of the supply of all the pulp 
they need from the Konigsberg mills at English market prices 
ruling for a period of at least ten years.

There are few subjects left on which it is necessary for me 
t:» touch to-day. I would, however, like to refer to our two most 
recent acquisitions—namely, the Illustrated Newspapers and 
Clive and Partington, Limited. We have only been in control 
of our group of illustrated papers for some two months, but as 
chairman of the Illustrated Newspapers, Limited, I am pleased 
t> say that I am quite satisfied with the future prospects and 
earning capacity of this great group of illustrated papers. With 
regard to Clive and Partington, and to our recent purchase of 
the whole of the Ordinary shares of this old-established and 
well-known paper-making concern, we are busily engaged in 
installing certain new machinery and plant which will materially 
add to the earning capacity of this company. We therefore con- 
sider this acquisition will be of great value to us in the future.

A CLEARING HOUSE FOR INFORMATION. 
ASSISTANCE TO BRITISH TRADERS. 


Through the wide ramitications of its overser intelligence 
service the Department of Overseas Trade rece @ constant 
flow of valuable information from all important overseas markets, 
covering al] commercial subjects of interest to British traders 
engaged in export trade. This information is collated and is 
sent to any British trader likely to be interested. 

Special enquiries are instituted in response to direct requests 
for information if such information is not already in the possession 
of the Department. 

As indicating the nature of the information which the Depart- 
ment is in a position to supply, mention may be made of the 
following :—Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender, and 
other openings for British trade existing and probable future 
demand for specific lines of British goods; the extent and nature 
of competition and the best methods of meeting it; usual 
methods of busivess, terms of credit, payment, etc.; agoncy 
eonditions; Customs F sgulations and Tariffs; Regulations cover- 
ing Commercial Travellers, Certificates of Origin, etc.; sources 
of supply, prices, etc., of trade products; Shipping ard 
Transport, etc. The Department also o_o lists of names 
ef likely importers of British goods or of firms or individuals 
considered suitable to act as representatives or agents of British 
firms. 

CO-OPERATION WITH THE COMMERCIAL COMMUNITY. 

The aim of the Department is to co-operate as closely as pos- 
sible with the commercial community in its efforts to rebuild and, 
where feasible, to increase its pre-war export trade. Officers of 
the Department, both from Overseas and from Headquarters, 
visit periodically Chambers of Commerce in the industrial centres 
of the Kingdom, in order to keep in close touch with business 


men. 


FOREIGN COMPETITION IN OVERSEAS MARKETS. 

For a trader successfully to compete in foreign markets it is 
necessary that he should know the goods which competitors are 
offering. The Department has, therefore, formed a very exten- 
sive collection, which is being constantly increased, of samples 
of foreign competitive goods and commercial products. Over 
70,000 such samples are now available for inspection by British 
traders at the Department’s showrooms, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, 8.W.1. Advertising plays a large part in export as in 


home trade, and the Department has collected over 16,000 
foreign trade catalogues (including German and Austrian), which 
may also be inspected at the above address. The collection has 
been efficiently indexed under both Articles of Manufacture and 
Names of Manufacturers. 


THE BRITISH TRADER ABROAD 

Representatives of British firms, when travelling abroad, can 
obtain much valuable information from a man who is in close 
daily contact with the commercial life of the country concerned. 
Mritish firms should, therefore, instruct their travelling repre- 
sentatives in the Dominions to call upon H.M. Trade Commis- 
sicners. They should also instruct their representatives in foreiga 
countri@s to cal] upon the Commercial Diplomatic Officers at the 
British Missions or upon H.M. Consolar Officers. These officers 
will give them first-hand unbiased information and will do all 
in their power to assist them in their business. 


FAIRS AND EXHIBITIONS. 


The Department organises the annual British Industries Fair, 
at which British manufacturers and producers have the oppor- 
tunity of displaying their a before the buyers of all nations. 

The Department, in addition to organising exhibitions of 
fcreign samples (see above), studies and initiates projects for 
commercial exhibitions of various kinds. 


CONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION. 


One of the most important services rendered by the Depart- 
ment 1s the supply of confidential information regarding trade 
openings and other tatters likely to be of interest to mana. 
facturers and merchants. This is done chiefly by means of the 
Special Register, concerning which details are given below.

OPPORTUNITIES FOR TRADE IN OVERSEAS MARKETS. 


THE DEPARTMENT’S SPECIAL REGISTER 


The trader who has at his command a sure and prompt supply 
of information concerning possible developments in countries 
abroad, or any other specific a for British trade, is in an 
immeasurably more favourable position for securing business 
than he who depends for his information upon publication of the 
news. The one receives a considerable start in the competitive 
race, while the other suffers a handicap which in very many 
cases practically nullifies his chances of securing the business. 

Information of this kind is reaching the Department of 
Overseas Trade in increasing volume from its commercial repre- 
sentatives, who are now stationed in every important market 
abroad. British firms wishing to make sure of receiving 
information of interest to them should enrol themselves on the 
Special Register of the Department. 

Publicity is, of course, given in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journs 
or in the trade press to many of the reports received by the 
Department. A great mass of the information coming to fhe 
Department cannot, however, be so treated because of its con- 
fidential or semi-confidential character. When a report relates 
to a specific opening for trade or to some other matter upon 
which it is desirable that British firms should have advance 
information, it ig sent by means of the Special Register Service 
to all those firms to which it is likely to be of interest. 

The Special Register comprises the names of British firms 
manufacturing or dealing in British goods. These firms are 
grouped and classified according to both the nature of the goods 
and the markets in which they are interested, thus facilitating 
the despatch of relative information and avoiding as far as 
possible the receipt of particulars which are of no interest to 
them. At the same time it is thought desirable to send the firms 
too much rather than too little so as to ensure that they get all 
the news which is of use to them. 

The fee for admission to the Special Register is £2 4s. 6d. per 
énnom, and, in return for this subscription, the firms who

have enrolled themselves not only get the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” every week, but they are assured of obtaining 
promptly, by means of the Special Register Service of confiden- 
tial circulars, every report or item of news likely to concern 
them. Sometimes these reports contain advance information 
which subsequently becomes generally known. Frequently they 
contain information which it is desired to keep confidential, so 
that British firms may reap full benefit from it. 


VALUE OF INFORMATION RECEIVED. 


It is obviously impossible to measuro in pounds, shillings and 
pence the value to British firms of the information thus 
received.

ample evidence that long-lasting and profitable business con-, 
nections frequently owe their inception to an initial transaction 
due to information received through this service.
